The First Section of the New 
Cables Laid 


AN 
1NTEBESTIN6 
AFFAIR. 


Tlie Seventh Street aud Pinza Line 
W ill Soon be iteady for 
Business. 


At 11 o’clock last night the ta?k of lay­ 
ing the first of the new cables of the Lob 
Angeles eystem of street railways was 
commence 1. 
It is m any months now 
since the first shovelful of dirt was 
turned to make the trenches, and many 
grievous delays have cropped up to mar 
the big undertaking. 
Even now the 
troubles are by no means at an end, for 
the bridge complications muke it impos­ 
sible to close up any 
of 
the lines 
that are to stretch over to the East 
Side. 
There being no reason, though, 
why the section between Seventh street 
and the Plaza, as the terminus is named, 
although the pit ende at the Baker Block, 
it was decided some six weeks ago to put 
it in operation as soon as possible. The 
labors of last night crown the achieve­ 
ment, and all that is neceesarv now is to 
set the engines going and start up the 
line. 
Those who have never witnessed the 
laying of a big cable cannot conceive 
what a gigantic task it is. The steel rope 
is coiled on a huge reel, which slowly 
revolves as its load is dragged away. 
When, as was the case last night, there 
are 
15,000 
feet 
of 
cable 
to 
be 
stretched, weighing 
two 
and 
one- 
half 
poundB 
to 
the 
foot, 
a 
good deal of force has to be applied, and 
the twenty strong horses, which at a few 
minutes before 11 were hitched on to the 
grip car connecting with the cable, had a 
huge task before them. 
The animals 
were of the finest of the city, being sup­ 
plied by the Citizens’ Transfer Company, 
represented by Mr. Jesurun. 
The grip 
car was well-laden down, for the affair 
having got wind, a large number of per­ 
sons were present to participate in the 
event. 
Vice-President J. C. Robinson 
stood at the head of the car flanked by 
Mr. Douglass,the theatrical manager, Maj 
Duncan, Mr. C. E. Thompson, Mr. H .T. 
Dcckweiler. Mr. A. Harvey, Mr. Kte.i 
and a sprinkling of newspaper men. The 
signal “ let her go” was given, tbo team­ 
sters shouted, the horses settled down to 
work and the start W’as made. It was an 
auspicious one. Everything went as 
smoothly as could be desired until the 
turning on to Fort street was reached, 
and here the first of the series of diffi­ 
culties that always happen on snch occa­ 
sions occurred. It was soon overcome, 
however, being simply a little catch in 
the reel, and the horses were soon swing­ 
ing at a lively pace down town. 
When 
at Fifth street, the whole thing came to 
an abrupt halt, and inspection •'bowing 
that nothing was wrong about the car, it 
was decided perforce that the trouble 
must be in the engine-house. 
A courier 
was at once dispatched to see what had 
haj»j>ened aud returned shortly with the 
ill news that the cable had jumped the 
reel. The stakes which had been placed 
on either side to prevent such an occur­ 
rence had not proved high enough, and 
the rope was lying bent without the har­ 
riers. 
8trong arms soon had things 
righted, b at it was past 1 o’clock when 
the Second-street cronsing was reached, 
where another delay occurred, owing to 
the wheel, which had to be surmounted. 
At 2 o’clock this morning the work was 
not qnite half done, and it was eátimated 
that, even without any serious trouble, 
it would be quite (i o’clock before the 
circuit would be completed. 
Then will come the splicing of the 
rope, a difficult and tedious task, which 
will probably entail several days labor. 
To test the engines and run a trial trip 
will be all that will then be necessary 
before the line is publicly opened, which 
will probably be about the 1st of June.

T h e S e n t i m e n t R e g a r d i n g t h e C 'o n i- 
m l a s l o n . 
The attem pt of the Police Commission 
triplet to discharge another lot of good 
police officers was commented upon freely 
on the streets yesterday, and in no com­ 
plimentary manner. 
There were very 
few, even including the friends of the 
triplet, who, when usked what they 
thought should be done, but replied, 
“ Turn them out.” Even the Councilmen 
were not sure but what it would be best 
to change the membership of ihe Board. 
It had reached their ears, probably, that 
the Council was being credited with the 
miserable mistakes of the Commission­ 
ers. 
The feeling that the Council was

gained 
ground 
rapidly 
iliroughout the day, and while the Coun­ 
cilman were blamed, tho Commissioners 
came in for their share of condemnation 
for allowing themselves to bo used as 
tools. There were many who believed 
that the Commissioners all along had 
been acting simply at the request of the 
Councilmen, with but two exceptions. It 
was thought that each Councilman, with 
these exceptions, had insisted upon the 
appointment of so many men, and that 
the Commissioners, in order to please the 
Councilmen aud make room, had dis­ 
charged members of the old force, and 
were attempting to discharge more without 
any examination into the merits of the 
officers discharged. 
This way of doing

The work of getting in order for active 
business is still occupying th e attention 
of everyone at the clay works. 
Three 
large circular kilns are done and work is 
now progressing on five more. 
One ie 
now being fired. 
It contains about 
70.000 fire-brick, which are needed for 
the lining of the unfinished kilns. An­ 
other kiln is charged, and will be fired as 
soon aa coal arrives. 
Work was com­ 
menced Tuesday on an initial order from 
the South Riverside Land Company for 
9.000 feet of pipe, most of it 12-inch. A 
large order is being filed for Rialto, 
where a gang of men has been sent to 
lav pipe. 
This order is largely for 16- 
inch pipe. 
Bomething over a carload of 
pipe has also been shipped to Ban Bei^ 
nardino and Mountain Glen. 
Corres­ 
pondence is received daily concerning 
pipe and other ware made at the works. 
Orders already taken will take some time 
to fill, and the inquiry denotes an active 
demand. 
The company will make a sort of tiling 
for sub-irrigation, for which a large de­ 
mand is anticipated. 
Their idea is to 
lay a main down the middle of an 
orchard, or else along the upper side, 
and lay laterals from this main pipe be­ 
tween the rows of trees or vines. These 
laterals ■’re made of porous pipe, laid 
end to 
end, 
the water 
paicoiating 
through the pips and escaping between 
the joints, will thoroughly moisten the 
ground about the roots, where water is 
moat needed, and all loss by evaporation 
will be avoided. 
The Dew steam elevator is in place, 
but cannot be used until part of the gear­ 
ing, delayed somewhere, arrives. 
The 
matter of purchasing a new pug mill, for 
brickmaking, is under advisement. A 
number of new dies of various sorts will 
be bought, to be used in making pipes 
for sub-irrigation, bnilding blocks, etc. 
More men are needed. 
There seems 
to be difficulty in getting steady, reliable 
men. Quite a number of new men have 
been employed lately, and more are 
wanted. 
W. E. Hall and Thos. Wallace 
of Paeadena, Peter M athews of Illinois, 
George Kountz and H. L. Lee of River­ 
side, Samuel Jackson of Colton and John 
Lantenau are recent additions to the 
force. 
Mr. Bingham is in the East on private 
business, but while there he will take 
occasion to see about some machinery 
that the company contemplates buying. 
He writes that he has made it a point to 
test the feeling concerning Southern Cal­ 
ifornia, aud finds it good everywhere— 
much better, in fact, than it wat thiBtime 
last year.

T h e F e d e ra l B u ild in g :—M e etin g o f

E x p e r im e n ta l S ta tio n . 


T he B oard of D irectora of th e C ham ­ 
ber of C om m erce m et yesterday after­ 
noon and considered several im portant 
m atters. 
T he 
resignation of 
M. L. 
W icks a s a m em ber of th e Board w as 
accepted, and Dan M cF arland was elected 
to fill th e vacancy. 
T he S ecretary w as in structed to cor* 
respond w ith th e C ongressional repre­ 
sen tativ es from all over th e State, and 
a sk th em to visit th is city on the 15th of 
Ju n e, to give them an opportunity to see 
for them selves th e condition of affairs 
here, an d to win th eir good graces as far 
possible by bestow ing upon them 
the 
cordial hospitality of th is section. 
E x-R epresentative Col. H . H . M ark­ 
ham w as present, an d th ere was m uch 
discussion as to th e best m eans of secu r­ 
ing a feeling of harm ony am ong th e d e le ­ 
gation from the State. I t w as suggested 
th a t if th ey would com e h ere for a pleas­ 
a n t visit they w ould go aw ay w ith a 
b e tte r opinion of Los A ngeles, an d m ore 
of a disposition to help out th e S outh­ 
e rn part of the S tate in th e securing of 
appropriations. 
A t th e last m eeting of th e C ham ber, 
w hen G eneral V andever addressed the 
g ath erin g an d explained how It h ad h a p ­ 
pened th a t th e appropriation for th e 
F ederal building h ad not been incretsed, 
a com m ittee was appointed to look into 
th e question of th e inadequacy of th e 
building and report a recom m endation 
of som e kin d to th e Board of Directors. 
T his com m ittee filed a volum inous docu­ 
m en t recom m ending such a variety of 
d ifferent thiDgs th a t it w as laid on the 
tabic. 
T here was m uch discussion as to 
w h eth er th e C ham ber should advise th at 
th e 
w ork should 
proceed 
or com e 
to 
a 
stop, 
a n d 
wait 
for 
m ore 
appropriations 
for 
th e 
increase 
in 
th e 
size 
of 
th e 
building. 
T he 
objection was m ade th at if th e work were 
stopped it m ight cause th e question of 
th e location to be again raised , an d all 
existing arrangem ents m ig h t be upset. 
It, w as unanim ously decided th a t no 
change w as desired in th e location, and 
th a t th a t phase in the m atter should not 
be broached. 
Colonel M arkham read 
from h is report, w hich was m ade in 1885, 
on w hich th e appropriation of $150,000 
w as m ade, w hereiu th e population of Los 
A ngeles is put at 40,000, a n d o th er sta te ­ 
m en ts ab o u t th e city and county in like 
proportion. 
I t w as his opinion th a t the 
claim of th e d istrict to a building twice 
th e size of th e one now contem plated by 
th e appropriation was so good th a t it 
w ould undoubtedly go through. 
It w as 
finally decided to ask the 
au th o rities a t W ashington th a t the work 
be stopped w here it now is w ith the 
foundations only partly com pleted, and 
th a t th e R epresentative from th is district 
an d th e Senators of the S tate be urged to 
do th eir best to secure an appropriation 
w hich will allow the 
tra c t of 
land 
designed for the building to be extended 
so th a t th e building m ay be increased iu 
size to tw ice its present dim ensions, and 
w ill also adm it of the building being 
th ree stories in height. 
T his revolution 
w as 
passed 
unanim ously, and 
the 
S ecretary was instructed to act in ac­ 
cordance w ith it. 
On 
th e m atter 
of 
th e establish­ 
m en t 
of 
an 
agricultural 
ex p eri­ 
m ental station in L ob A ngeles or vicinity, 
an im p o rtan t com m unication was read 
by th e Secretary. 
S om etim e ago a com ­ 
m ittee was appointed to ascertain w hat 
coaid be done tow ard h av in g a station lo­ 
cated h ere, and it was found th a t the 
U n ited 8tates allow ed th e S tate of C ali­ 
fornia $15,000 for th is purpose, w hich 
w as placed in th e hands of th e R egents 
of th e U niversity of C alifornia. 
T he following com m unication w as read 
by th e S ecretary : 
M. R . Higgins, Secretary Chamber of 
Commerce, Los Angeles: 
D e a r S ir— Y ours of 17th is before me. 
I inclose, for your inform ation, bulletins 
78 an d 80, from which you will see th at 
a statio n for Southern C alifornia is defin­ 
itely on our program m e, its estab lish ­ 
m en t being m erely a question of tim e or 
m oney, or both. 
B ut I h av e b ad several 
negotiations 
on 
the su b ject, notably 
w ith th e authorities of th e U niversity of 
S outhern California, th a t w ould doubt­ 
less h ave com e to a successful issue ere 
th is b u t for th e decision of th e trustees 
th a t 
it 
w ould 
be 
in ad in isQible to 
h av e an y th in g to do w ith th e culture of 
w ine grapes. 
A s the w ine in d u stry is 
one of th e largest interests in th e State, 
a n y such condition is, ef course, in ad ­ 
m issible, an d w hatever com m uuity in­ 
sista on it m u st do w ithout th e station. 
I t seem s to m e th a t th is is th e prohibi­ 
tion m ania ru n to seed. 
T h ere is not 
even to be any wine m ade on th e p rem ­ 
ises (although we would n o t p erm it our­ 
selves to be p u t under obligation on th at 
po in t), b ut ta e grapes are to be shipped 
to th is place for testing, as a rule. 
T h e situation at p resen t is t h is : We 
h av e th ree stations in h an d now , and 
th ey are not y e t fully fitted o u t; still I 
ho p e th a t from $1,000 to $2,000 will be 
av ailable tow ard the estab lish m en t cf a 
fo u rth station during th e n e x t financial 
y ear, beginning July 1st. W e find th at it 
costs us juBt about $3,000, besides run­ 
n ing expenses, to estab lish a new sta­ 
tion n nder th e conditions se t fo rth in the

w hen h e declares th a t it takes tim e to 
produce a really fiue article of w ine— 
years, perhaps centuries. 
A nd som e­ 
thing he says w hich is, perhaps, n o t so 
wise, as w hen he observes th a t we have 
no soil w hich will produce a grape w ith 
effervescent qualities. 
H ow does he 
know th a t? 
I t is perhaps tru e th a t we h ave not 
yet produced a natural cham pagne which 
can com pare w ith the fine vintages of 
F rance. 
B ut this is a large State w ith a 
large distribution of vine-growing terri­ 
tory; th e portion of our soil w hich has 
bean analyzed is a m ere fraction of the 
whole. 
I t is quite pjssible th at some 
one m ay presently discover th at w e, too, 
have a soil containing ch alk , silica and 
oxide of iron in th e proportions w hich 
appear to be necessary for th e production 
of efiervescent wine. 
A few years ago it 
was said th a t we could never produce a 
really fragrant 
cla ie t n o r a mellow 
B urgundy n o r a lively H ock. 
If th at 
heresy is repeated to-day, it is by a 
P rohibitionist. 
T he chief obstacle to th e production of 
fine w ines in C alifornia is th e size of the 
vineyards. 
People plant far too m any 
acres in vines, and th en are surprised at 
th e poor quality of their wine. 
In E u­ 
rope th e choicest w ines are yielded by 
vineyards w hich are of tener five acres 
in e x te n t th an ten o r tw enty. 
T he vine- 
grow er and h is m en know every vine on 
th e place, and every foot of soil on which 
they are planted. 
I n a sm all field there 
w ill be a half a dozen different kinds of 
soil, som e of w hich will not grow good 
wine grapes at a ll, w hile others will 
grow 
good 
w ine 
grapes 
of 
one 
k ind and n o t of 
another. T he wine­ 
m aker 
know s 
h is 
vineyard 
thor­ 
oughly, from repeated exparim ent year 
after year, and 
th u s 
he is able to 
propagate only th e stock which suits his 
soil, and to p lan t vines only in spots 
which are congenial to them . 
T he idea 
of planting two o r th ree hundred acras 
in assorted vines, w ithout a study of 
th eir adaptation to the ground in which 
they are set, would never occur to a 
p lau ter on th e G aronne, or the R hine, or 
the R h o u e ; they go on doing it year 
after year in A lam eda and Sant i Clara 
an d Sonom a, and m uch disappointm ent 
results. 
Som e d ay we shall institute m inute 
an d thorough viticulture in th is State, 
and th en it will go h ard but we shall 
befrer th e exam ples get us by o ur French 
friends.—[S. F . C all.

A W e ll K n o w n T e r r a I n c o g n i t a . 
We Hie glad to see that a syndicate of 
enterprising newspapers have Fent out a 
correspondent to explore what they call 
"the dark continent of America.” This 
terra incognita, which is now to be 
brought to the attention of American 
newspaper readers, is the interior of 
Spanish Honduias, lying between the 
beautiful island-dotted Gulf of Honduras 
on the Atlantic and the Gulf or Bay of 
Fonseca (sometimes called Conchagua) on 
the Pacific side. It will, however, be 
news to well-read people, and especially 
to Central American travelers, that there 
in a terra incognita in that region. The 
writer of this explored that whole region 
m any years ago, from Omoa to San Pedro 
and Comayagua, the capital of Honduras, 
a city of twenty thousand inhabitants 
and of extensive commerce. The Guay- 
ape country, when he was there, was 
rich in mines, and the river of the same 
name ran through a region opulent in 
gold placers. 
These were worked 
by aborigines, who sold their gold to 
the merchants of Comayagua. A curioua 
practice which bad grown u d in that city 
was to have two classes of money, of the 
Bame Government mintage—silver and 
braes. The brass money would pur­ 
chase just as much in the native retail 
m aiket as the silver money, and the In­ 
dians who brought in gold-dust preferred 
to exchange it for the brass money. In 
this way the merchants made an enor­ 
mous profit in their exchanges. The 
mines in the Guayape region ha\e been 
woiked from the time of the conquista­ 
dores. From Comayagua to Puerta la Un 
ion, or to Los TigreB.in the Bay of Fonsca 
is a mountainous country, rich in woods 
for dyes and for fine furniture and finish­ 
ing work. The whole region is densely 
inhabited, and towns and villages abound 
in it. It is a very interesting country, 
and, whilst the explorations of the news­ 
paper syndicate will doubtless bring to 
the popular apprehension many new and 
entertaining facts, yet to speak of the in 
terior of Spanish Honduras as one would 
of Central Africa, and to liken an expe 
dition to explore it to the expeditions of 
Speke, Baker and Livingstone, is to draw 
it altogether too strong. John 
Stephens, in his work on the rnins 
of Palenque, can be consulted about 
the com.try in question with interest and 
profit. Arthur Morelet is another trav­ 
eler who has left an excellent account cf 
his explorations in this part of Central 
America in a work published in PariB in 
1867. But those who are curious about 
this "unexplored region” can have 
flood of light thrown upon it by consult­ 
ing several very interesting and altogether 
reliable works written by the American 
diplomat, traveler and archjpologist, 
E. G. Squier, to wit: “ Notee on Central 
America,” etc.; "The States of Central 
America,” (octavo, New York, 1854) 
“ Report of the Survey of the Honduras 
Interoceanic Railway,M (4to, London 
1859); "Honduras—Historical, Statisti­ 
cal.” 
Indeed, Mr. Squier, who was 
Minister of the United States to Nicara­ 
gua, Honduras and Guatemala in 1849, 
has written a whole library of books and 
magazine articles upon this very region 
which the newspaper syndicate are about 
to explore as an unknown country. 


L ie u t . S in c l a ir, of the U. 8. Coast 
Survey, has just absolutely determined 
the latitude and longitude of Los Ange­ 
les. The point of the determination is 
the flagstaff of the State Normal School 
and the data: N. lat., 34 degrees, 2 min­ 
utes, 55.87 seconds; long. W. from Green­ 
wich, 1 IS degrees, 15 minutes, 20.7 sec­ 
onds. Longitude has been worked up 
from the Atlantic to this city from station 
to station, bo that now connection has 
been made with the trianaulations of 
the Coast Survey, and the location of 
submerged rocks, sand banks and 
other dangers to navigation can be 
exactly determ ined by the masters 
of veeee’s failing along our coast. The 
importance, therefore, of having ascer­ 
tained the exact longitude of this city 
will be understood by the reader. A 
short time ago, Professor More, President 
of the Normal School and member of 
the State Board of Education, was as­ 
signed the duty of compiling an arith­ 
metic for the State scries of text booke 
for tbe public scbocls. After the most 
careful investigation to discover the 
longitude of this city, he placed the 
fiagstafl of the Normal School at 
longitude 118 degrees and 18 min­ 
utes. Now, if this date were depended 
upon by a shipmaster sailing in the 
hannel during a dense fog. he would 
find his vessel ashore when, according to 
the chart, he ought to bo three miles at 
sea. The way in which Lieut. Sinclair 
determined the exact longitude of this 
point is worth relating: In conjunction 
with his colleague at Sacramento, a group 
of stars were selected and their passage 
across the transit noted at the capital and 
instantaneously reported here. As the 
rate of their westerly movement had pre­ 
viously been ascertained the difference 
between the time oi their transit 
at Sacramento and their appearance here 
would show the exact distance westerly 
between tbe two points. 
Having taken 
successive observations for two weeks 
with the sam e results, the operators 
changed places, Lieut. Sinclair going to 
Sacramento and his colleague coming 
here, where the observations were re­ 
peated. This was done for the purpose 
of testing what they term "the personal 
equation” nf the operators. In other 
words, there is a difference in the tem­ 
perament and the nervousness of differ­ 
ent individuals, and whilst one might be 
more prompt than the other to touch the 
electric button to convey the exact time 
of transit of the selected stars, by chang­ 
ing positions the mean of this difference 
could be accurately determined, and the 
trne longitude arrived at. 


T h e manner in which Prohibition pro­ 
hibits in Iowa may be inferred from the 
fact that the Federal Government issues 
•1,500 licenses to sell liquor in the Du­ 
buque collection district alone. A refusal 
of the United States authorities to supply 
licenses upou application in Prohibition 
States would saddle upon them the dif­ 
ficult task of dealing with the m ultitud­ 
inous offenders whom the States them ­ 
selves caDnot suppress. 
The General 
Government has not seen fit to aid in the 
carrying out of State laws, and thuB 
seems to encourage their violation in this 
particular. The situation Í9 one of tbe 
most potent reminders we have of our 
dual form of government.

By the change, the apex of the 
hill is placed at Grand avenue, and the 
property between that and Bunker Hill 
is tipped the other way, so to speak. It 
loses its use of the sewer. Besides, if tbe 
Bunker Hill interEeciion is left as high as 
that of Grand avenue, and if Bunker 
Hill is cut a little just south of Temple 
and filled a little at Court street, then all 
of Bunker Hill could be connected by a 
sewer with the Temple street sewer.

No slight 
matter should be allowed to interfere 
with this necessary public improvement. 
When a large ma»s of people get tired of 
useless delays they get ugly. There is 
an ugly feeling along the hills now, and 
it will grow more intense.

A BRACE OF FINE GUNS. 
The Ordnance Bureau of the Navy 
Department has completed two of the 
10 inch 9teel breech-loading rifles for the 
monitor Miantonomah. These are the 
largest and most powerful guns yet 
turneil out for the navy. One of them 
has been fully tested, with the most grati­ 
fying results. as it compares favorably 
with the best products of the renowued 
European ordnance works. The muzzle 
velocity attained was 2,000 feet per sec­ 
ond. The ranee could not be determined 
owing to lack of sufficiently largo prov­ 
ine grounds, bnt it is estimated at ten 
miles. 
Soon after the contracts are awarded 
for the construction of the new 2,500 ton 
gunboats, preparations will begin at the 
Washington ordnance yards for the m an­ 
ufacture of three peculiar pieces of ord- 
nace, which are to be made up entirely 
of rapid fire guns of extraordinary cali­ 
bre!, as compared with guns of this type 
uow in use on our naval vessels. The 
largest guns of this kind will be six 
inches in calibre, but owing to the sim­ 
plicity and compactness of ther mechan­ 
ism and construction, they will not m ater­ 
ially exceed in weight the six inch lifles 
of the kind now in uso, although ihey 
are fully equal to them in range and ac 
curacy, and are vastly superior in offen 
sive power, by reason of their rapidity of 
fire. 
SHORT COMMONS FOR PENSIONERS. 
The Pension Appropriation act for the 
current fiscal year appropriated $80,400 
000 for the payment of peneions, and 
$8,000,000 more was aleo appropriated 
for the same purpose to meet the threat­ 
ened deficiency, making a total appro­ 
priation of $88,400,000. This whole 
amount will be necessary to m eet the 
demands of the pensioners, and it may 
be that there will bo a deficiency ; but it 
is said at the Pension Office that there ia 
no truth in the statem ent that $105,000 
000 will be expended fur pensions during 
the fiscal year. H. C. Bell, Chief of I he 
Agents’ Division of the Pension Office 
who is entrusted with the duty of eeeiDg 
to the expenditure of the pension appro­ 
priations, says that the appropriation for 
the next fiscal year, $80,400,000, is too 
small, aud that there will be a deficiency 
of about $15,000,000- Geoeral Black, he 
sat s, did not ask for enough money to 
prevent a deficiency even on the basis of 
the expenditures then existing. 
A MOST SENSIBLE MOVE. 
The United States steamer "Boston,’1 
now at New York, will be ordered to 
Hayti in a day cr two. 
Secretary Tracy 
says the order Í3 in pursuance of his 
policy of relieving frequently the vessels 
on the West India ttation, wheie they 
are exposed to yellow fever. H e added 
that if aoy one connected with the State 
Department wa3 going on the Boston, he 
did not know it. The officials at tbe 
State Department were equally ignorant 
of any intention to send a iepreaentative 
to Hayti. 
THE BEHRING SEA BUSINESS. 
Secretary W hitney today signed the 
sailing orders for the re venue steamer 
Rush, directing that Bhe sail immediately 
upon receipt of her instructions, to 
Alaska, and then to cruise diligently in 
Behring Sea, warning all 
persons 
against entering such waters for the pur­ 
pose of violating Section 1.956 of the 
Revised Statutes, and arresting all per­ 
sons and seizing all vessels found to be, 
or to have been, engaged in violation of 
the laws uf the United States therein 
Section 1,956 of the Revised Statues, re­ 
ferred to above, provides that no person 
shall kill any otter, mink, martin, sable, 
or fur seal, or other fur-bearing aDimal 
within the lim its of Alaska Territory, or

The revenue steamer Bear, which is 
now fittiDg out at San Francisco for the 
expedition to Point Barrow, Alaska, has 
also teen designated to assist in the pro­ 
tection of the Alaska fisheries, and will 
follow the Rush in a short time. Her 
orders are now being prepared at the 
Treasury Department. 
GROWTH AND MANUFACTURE OF FLAX. 
Since the recent publication in these 
dispatches of the letter by tbe Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture respecting the 
existence of a machine that will take flax 
fibre from the s'alk without wetting, the 
mail departm ent has been burdened with 
letters on the subject, showing a national 
interest. One of the letters received 
wt>s from a manufacturer in the North- 
weit, who has invested neanv $100,000 
in the business of flax manufacturing. 
The writer says he has made two trips 
to Ireland and Belgium, and has Feen 
the operations of the machine referred 
to, and confirms ali that ia claimed for it. 
He farther agreeB with the original 
writer that the country is on the verge 
of a great revolution in the production 
and manufacture of flax. Considerable 


intorest is shown in the correspondence 
in the success of the experiment of 
growing flax more abundantly as a solu­ 
tion of tbe difficulties and burdens which 
it is said are forced upon the fatmerB of 
the Northwest by the Twine Trust. The 
departm ent is considering, in connection 
with the flax question, the whole <iues- 
tion of the growth of fibrous plants 
especially hemp and jutes. 
THREE NEW CRUISERS TO BE BlILT. 
The Navy Department has completed, 
and will soon issue, advertisements call­ 
ing for proposals for the construction of 
three new cruisers, slightly larger than 
the Yorktown, and of 2,000 tons burden. 
The lim it of their cost, as fixed in the 
appropriation act. is $750,000 for each 
vessel. As they will be longer than the 
Yorktown, it is expected that they will 
be more powerful and faster.

THE EPISCOPAL. CONVENTION. 
Opposition to the Appointment ol 
an AaalNtant KUIiop. 
S an F ra n cisco, May 23.—At to-day's 
session of the Episcopal Convention 
Bishop Kip’s report was read, asking 
tb it an Assistant Bishop be appointed. 
Tbe m atter was considered in a Commit­ 
tee of the Whole. The Chancellor of the 
Diocese, ex-Judge Stanley, presented 
memorial signed by tbe laymen of the 
several churches, protesting against the 
election of an Assistant Bishop, and call­ 
ing upon the Convention,if they did elect 
an Assistant Bishop, to take a clergyman 
outside the dioceee. 
A special protest 
against the election of an Assistant Bish 
op was received from St. Luke’s Parish 
of this city. 
Rev. I)r. Spalding urged the election 
of an assistant to Bishop Kip and intro­ 
duced a resolution that the election 
begin. Rev. Dr. Beers and A. N. Drown 
the attorney, held that such an election 
would be unconstitutional and illegal 
A recess was taken until 2 o’clock. 
At the afternoon session the election 
of directors, delegates and a board of 
officers took place, after which the con­ 
vention again took up the qu«*stion cf an 
assistant Bishop. The Chancellor of the 
Diocese, Judge Stauley, eaiil he agree ' 
with Dr. Beers that there was a prohibi­ 
tion on the convention from taking ac­ 
tion in the matter. 
He declared that 
Bishop Kip, himself, had told him 
he 
was opposed to the 
elction 
of an assistant Bishop, but that he 
had been induced later by certain inter­ 
ested clergymen to agree to select an 
assistant Bishop, because he wanted 
peace and rest. "Put him in command 
of his faculties to-day,” said Judge Stan 
lev, "and be is opposed to this proceed­ 
ing as much as I am. There are men 
who have tortured him for years and he 
has consented against his will.” 
After some further discussion, Rev. R. 
C. Foure’s amendment that the commit­ 
tee declare tbe convention incompetent 
to proceed with the election, was adopted 
by the Committee of the Whole and re­ 
ported to the convention, which adopted 
it by a vote of 25 to 21.

CmcAGo, May 23.—'The State’s attor­ 
ney said, tiiis afternoon, he had a clue 
which he was almost certain will lead 
to the aireit, within twenty-four hours, 
of tho leader of the conspiracy which re­ 
sulted in Cronin’s death. 
It is reported that an arrest has been 
made of a confederate of Woodruff, who 
is believed to have been implicated in 
tbe murder of Dr. Cronin. The police 
are reticent. 
W. P. Reed, a prominent Irishman, 
had a long talk with the State’s Attorney 
about the Cronin case, this morning. 
Before going he is said to have reported 
that ho could put his hand on the man 
who instigated the murder. Afterward 
he refused to talk, but the State’s Attor­ 
ney sayB he has received clews which 
would, he believed, soon lead to the ar­ 
rest of the murderer. The chief of the 
detectives said there would probably bo 
a number of arrests this afterncon. 
The Coroner this afternoon impanelled 
a jury to make an investigation into the 
caiu e of the death and then adjourned 
the hoaring till next Tuesday, pending 
the result of the investigation by the 
police. 
The postmortem examination on the 
body of Dr. Cronin was held this morn­ 
ing. Dr. Todd, the County Physician, 
and his assistant, Mr. Egbert, directed 
the examination, which was carefully 
made and occupied nearly three hours. 
The skull was cut open and the brain 
removed. After the scalp had been 
taken off, the physicians discovered that 
the bones composing the skull had 
ecarcely been marked by the blows of 
the sharp instrument which it was 
thought had caused the 
Doctor’s 
death. 
There 
was 
no sign of 
congestion 
abont 
the 
brain 
but 
the 
luDgs 
and pnlmonary cavity 
were filled with blood. The phy­ 
sicians sav that this might have resulted 
from the fact that the body was placed 
downwards in the catch basin. A cut 
half an inch length was found upon the 
neck, and ecarcely a bruise upon the 
lower limbs. The theory that he was 
choked to death was easily explained 
away. The doctors founds no signs of 
suffocation, and discovered no bruises 
about the neck, such as would result 
from strangling a man with a towel or 
rope. The physicians were taken aback 
on finding that there was no fractuie of 
any kind on the exull bones or small 
bones about the face. Doctor Todd was 
of the opinion that tie cuts on the scalp 
must have been made by a knife or some 
lighter weapon than an ice pick or 
hatchet, hut could not account for the 
cause of death except from the contusions 
resulting 
from the Fcvere blows. 
The other physicians could not agree as 
to the cause of death, although all were 
of the opinion that Cronin might have 
been killed by a blow at tbe outer corner 
of the left eye. Even this blow wbb not 
bard enough to fracture or Bplinter the 
bones under the skin. 
The dentist fully identified the plate 
supporting the false teeth as one he had 
made over a year ago for Dr. Cronin. He 
also identified the gold filling in one of 
the upper teeth. 
John Cronin, a brother of Dr. Cronin, 
arrived from Arkansas this afternoon, 
and he positively identified the body as 
that of Dr. Cronin. The friends of Dr. 
Cronin met this evening, and it was de­ 
cided to hold funeral services on Sunday 
and bury Cronin in Calvary Cemetery. 
Woodruff, or Black, who claimB to 
have hauled the mysterious trunk, the 
night of Cronin’s disappearance, was in­ 
dicted by the Grand Jury this aiternoon 
for the theft of the horse. He still main­ 
tains that be could clear up the trunk 
mystery and the Cronin mystery, if he 
was pent out with two officers. 
William B. Hotchkiss, reporter for the 
Inter-Ocean, did a little piece of work to­ 
night on his own account. 
The result 
may be the disclosure that another per­ 
son besides Cronin was murdered. 
Hotchkiss found that the suburban police 
had neglected to search the basin after 
removing Cronin’s corpse. H e decided 
to 
undertake 
the work 
himself, 
and a little patience and toil soon showed 
that he was not to go unrewarded. In 
the bottom of the sewer basin, concealed 
in water, waB found a bloody towel ex­ 
actly similar to the one which was 
wrapped around Cronin’s head. Further 
groping brought a hum an finger, 
so badly decomposed that it was 
impossible to determine w hether it was 
that of 
a 
man 
or 
a 
woman. 
Recollections of W oodruff’s etory about 
the body of a woman were brought up by 
the find, as well as the theory of a pos­ 
sible fight between Cronin and the other 
parties. The woman'h body, Woodrnff 
said, was cut up in pieces and 
the finding of this finger is taken as a 
possible corroboration of his story. The 
doctors who examined Cronin’s corpse 
say that none of the fingers were miss­ 
ing.

UNABASHED O’BRIEN. 


He Shirks Not an Atom of 
Responsibility. 


The Northern P retbyterlan*. 
N ew Y o r k , May 22.—In the Presby­ 
terian General Assembly, to-day, the re­ 
port of the Committee on Education 
showed that, because of want of funds to 
educate young men for the ministry, an 
unusually large number of churches are 
without pastors. Rev. Dr. Ferris, of Illi­ 
nois, and Rev. Dr. Poor, Secretary of the 
Board of Education, spoke upon the re­ 
port, The burden of their remarks was 
that money must be had or the work of 
educating young men will be seriously 
allected. The report of the Committee oil 
Conference on internal co-operation in 
Christian work with the Southern Church 
was called upcn. 
Committees of both 
churches agreed upon cooperation in 
foreign mission work, cooperation in the 
home field, and, in reference to coopera­ 
tion in the evangelization of the colored 
people in both churches, that it be al- 
owed to remain in statu </uo, the work 
among them to proceed on the same 
lines as before. 
A minority rep-.rf, 
signed by Judge Breckenridge, holding 
that nothing short of organic union be­ 
tween both churches was desirable or 
practicable was also filed. 
Part of the 
work, relative to cooperation in foreign 
mission work, was passed. The second 
part on cooperation in the home field was 
opposed by Rev. John Fox, who held 
that the Northern Church had already 
proposed 
marriage to the 
Southern 
Church and was rejected and part of the 
report under discussion bound them to 
too close ties with the South. 
Dr. C. L. 
Thompson said it would be an economy 
of men and m eans if the report was 
adopted. Curry and Fulton of Kentucky 
opposed 
the resolutions. Rev. 
Dr. 
Crosby supported the majority report. 
‘‘One of the groundsof complaint against 
it,” he said, “ is that the Northern Church 
has more money than the Southern 
church, and therefore the Southern 
Church would reap the greater advan­ 
tage by this union. This ought to be a 
eource of gratification to us, rather than 
of complaint.” A vote was then taken, 
and the clauses on home missions 
passed. 
The question of cooperation in the 
evangelization of the colored people was 
next taken up; but, the hour of adjourn­ 
ment having arrived, it was postponed. 
The Scalper*’ C onvention Glowed. 
New Y o r k ,May 23.— The eecond day’s 
session of the convention of the Ameri­ 
can Ticket Brokers’ Association was 
held to-day with closed doors. 
It is un­ 
derstood that the business before the 
convention was the revision of the con­ 
stitution and by-laws and that cases of 
members who had appealed from the 
decision of the Executive Committee 
were also taken up. The officers elected 
for the ensuing year were: President, P. 
W. Ward, of Cleveland ; First-Vice Pres­ 
ident, I. Frank, of New York ; Second, 
Simon Steener, of 8t, Louis; Third, Ed 
List, of Chicago; Fourth, W. W. Will- 
liams, of Des Moines, la .; Secretary, W.

L ondon, May 23.—Gladstone was pres­ 
ent at the session of the Parnell Com­ 
mission to-day. 
The croBs-examination 
of W illiam O’Brien was continued by 
Attorney-General W ebster. . 
O’Brien declared tbat United Ireland 
his paper, worked according to constitu­ 
tional methods, and advocated nothing 
but peaceful m eans to attain the ends 
sought by the Irish Parliamentary party. 
O’Brien admitted the authorship of 
an article declaring the chairman of the 
committee selected to receive the Prince 
of W ales on the occasion of his visit to 
Ireland would be hunted from public 
life. 
He vehemently exclaimed he has 
been, and “rather than allow English­ 
men to be deceived by a show of sham 
loyalty, J am resolved to tell them the 
truth.” 
O’Brien said that personally he never 
had spoken disrespectfully or offensively 
about the Prince of W ales. No people, 
he declared, ever suffered more for 
loyalty than the Irishmen, none profited 
more by protestations of loyalty than the 
people who opposed them. 
If it was clear that England would 
not satisfy the aspirations of Ireland, and 
if there was any rational chance of suc­ 
cess, an attempt should be made to rebel. 
He declared the London papers were 
more responsible for the actions of the 
dynamite party than either Finerty or 
Ford. But for the views those papers 
expressed, £1,000 would not have been 
collected in America for the use of the 
dynamiters. 
O’Brien explained that when he made 
the speech in which he used the words, 
We are in a state of civil war, tem ­ 
pered by the scarcity of fire-arms,” he 
was exasperated by his expulsion from 
the House of Commons, and spoke 
under intensé feeling, caused by the at­ 
titude of the majority of the House 
agaiuht the Irish members. 
He de­ 
clared that if any people ever had a right 
to rebel, the Irish people then had that 
right, if there was a chance of success. 
Attorney-General W ebster said: “ You 
only objected to the rebellion because it 
was hopeless.” 
O’Brien— “In the circumstances of the 
tim e, unquestionably, violent language 
could not have further inflamed the 
people’s minds against England. Their 
mindB had become like a lightning con­ 
ductor when the air is charged with 
electricity.” 
O’Brien justified certain articles writ­ 
ten by him and printed in the United 
Ireland to illustrate the brutal argument 
that, because the English people num ­ 
bered 30,000,000 and the Irish people 
4 000,000, the English were entitled to 
do as they liked. 
Attorney-General 
W ebster 
quoted 
from an article in the United Ireland 
headed “Allen Larkin and O’Brien hon­ 
ored by their Chicago kindred,” and 
asked ¿he witness whether it referred to 
the Manchester murderers. 
O’Brien replied, “ Not murderers, hut 
men engaged in open warfare who shot 
a policeman by accident.” 
The Attorney-General— “ Was shoot­ 
ing at the police in a van at Manchester 
legitimate warfare?” 
O’Brien—“ It was not criminal. Men 
who openly take risks to release their 
comrades are no more murderers than 
anybody here. They acted from the 
highest and noblest m otives.” 
Attorney-General Webster, holding up 
a paper—“ Do you see the heading, 
‘Allan Larkin and O’Brien honored by 
their Chicago kindred?’ ” 
“ O’Brien—“ Yes, and the article was 
written by m e.” 
The proceedings were here interrupted 
by cries of “ hear, hear.” 
Attorney-General 
Webster — “ W hy 
those hears?” 
Presiding Justice Hannen threatened 
that if order was not maintained he 
would have tho courtroom cleared. He 
said be understood tbat O’Brien did not 
consider the Bhooting at Manchester mur­ 
der, but he wishe l to remind him that 
the Court did so regard it. 
O’Brien said that he and Redmond had 
invited Ford to be present at the Chicago 
Convention. As a proof of the change in 
feeling wrought by Gladstone, O’Brien 
cited the fact that Ford seemed to regret 
his former views, and appeared to be 
harmless. This concluded O’Brien’s tes­ 
timony. 
L ondon, May 23 —A deputation from 
various Irish municipal bodies to-day 
presented to Parnell an addrees congrat­ 
ulating him upon his success in disprov­ 
ing, before the Commission, the many 
calumnies that have been heaped upon 
him . 
Parnell replied tbat lie was sure 
the Irish municipal authorities would 
continue to use their privileges not for 
purpose of the disintegration of the em ­ 
pire nor for upsetting the authority of the 
Queen, but for obtaining a realization cf 
their legitimate aspirations. 
He had 
never doubted that 
the 
falsity of 
the forged letters would ultimately be 
shown. 
He would rather have gone 
to his grave with the stigma cf the letters 
upon him that have submitted his coun­ 
try to the humiliation of the ordeal which 
it was proposed to place upon it as an 
accompaniment of the inquiry into the 
authenticity of the letters.
